County creek some called Light 


wood Kilot Creek located on Co 
Rd. 70 (approximately 4 to 5 miles 
west of Danley’s Crossroads) was 
brought about by the discovery of a 
submerged vehicle, A dive team 
from the Houston County Search 
and Rescue Unit initially found the 
car While probing with metal poles 
and a diver verified that it was 
indeed a vehicle. Due to the poor 
visibility, he was unable to deter 
mine the make, model or color of 
the cat 

\fter a long recovery operation 
that lasted from 10 a.m. until 5 
p.n.. enough of the vehicle was 
brought to the surface to determine 
that it was not the burgundy colored 
1986 Chevrolet Caprice that the six 
had been last seen in leaving Opp 

\ front bumper and a portion of a 


front quarter panel thought to be 
from a 60's model Chevrolet was 
all that was brought to the surface 


The recovered parts indicated that 
he vehicle had been in the water 
{or quite some time. Authorities, for 
fae time being, do not know how or 
why the vehicle was in the creek 

One reason for the long recovery 
operation Friday was due tothe fact 
that a high pressure natural gas line 
ran through the creek. It crossed the 
path where the vehicle was being 
pulled toward the surface 

The search area was chosen 
hecause it was one of the possible 
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routes that the six could have tras 
eled on ther way hon 

\fter authorities were satisfied 
that the vehicle found was not the 
one involved in the disappearance 
they informed some of the family 
members of the “missing six” that 
had come to the scene. They also 
told family members of plans to 
search other areas during the next 
few days 

Enterprise Police Chief T. D 
Jones described the case as being 
“like a roller coaster ride.” His 
department (and many others) has 
been involved the investigation 
since the disappearance was report 
ed 

He noted that investigators have 
had very little to go on. “We have 
had dead ends and have searched 
many different areas during the past 
months, but we will not give up and 
will continue the search.” 

Law enforcement agencies 
involved in Friday's operation were 
from Enterprise, Ozark, Opp, Elba, 
Covington County, and Coffee 
County. Also at the the scene were 
investigators from the Alabama 
Bureau of Investigation and Alaba 
ma State Troopers 

Investigators are still seeking 
information concerning the disap 
pearance of the six individuals and 
can be reached by calling the Enter- 
prise Police Department at 347 
1211 ext.

A reward of $10,500 is being 
otfered for any information leading 
to the location of the “missing six.”

Cotton Harvest Tips 


Dowe Clark, Assistant Manager 
of Coffee Gin, offers the following 

tips on harvesting cotton. 

1. Proper defoliation and boll 
openers should be used to minimize 
leaf trash in cotton and to open as 
many bolls as possible to be har- 
vested. 

2. Picker maintenance is very 
important. Well-maintained 
spindler and doffer pad are essential 
to maximize the cotton harvest. 
Any type of oil or grease leaks 
should be stopped to prevent conta- 
mination in the cotton as it goes 
through the picker. 

3. Module should be placed in a 
clean, flat and well-drained loca 
tion. Cotton modules must be 
placed in a good location in order

TURNOVERS PROVE FATALIN LOPSIDED OPENING LOSS 


he Elba Tigers opened the high school football season last week witha 
lopsided 40-13 loss to the highly-touted Brantley Bulldogs, and while it 
was true that the Bulldogs were very talented and did indeed take advan 
tage of every mistake the Tigers made, Elba may have suffered more trom 
its self-inflicted wounds than it did from those handed out by the Bull

Tony Burks and 
Cassius Wilson both ran the ball well, while quarterback Bradley Bowers 
guided the offense well and never came out of the game despite limping 
from a collection of hard hits and heat induced muscle cramps. The offen 
sive line also played hard and never backed down from the challenge, and 
the Tigers showed their pride and determination by scoring on the final 
play of the game in spite of being hopelessly behind. 

The Elba defense had to weaken itself in some areas to have a chance at 
stopping the Bulldogs, and while Brantley did pass almost at will, the Elba 
defensive front played tough for all four quarters and really handed out 
some licks.

An extensive audit in the Coffee 
County Probate Office-Enterprise 
Division revealed *accounting: dis- 
crepancies involving more than 
$14,000. 

The period of time covered by 
the audit is from October 1, 1995 
until September 30, 1997, Accord- 
ing to Probate Judge William O. 
Gammill, this is the only audit of 
his office, other than the exit audit 
as required by law when he took 
office in 1994, 

State auditors, in their report, 
pointed out discrepancies involv- 
ing insufficient fund checks by 
employees, L[OU’s from employ- 
ees in deposits, voided motor 
vehicle registrations, and short- 
ages in bank accounts held by the 
probate office. 

Judge Gammill noted he had 
brought the problem of employee 
1OU’s and insufficient fund 
checks to the attention of the audi- 
tors and had stoppped those prac- 
tices some time ago. Three 
employees who were employed in 
the probate office during the time 
covered by the audit, and who 
were named in the report-are no 
longer with the office. 

Former office manger Debbie 
Center was charged in the report 
with shortages in the daily

Audit reveals discrepancies in probate office 


deposits totaling $1,782.72. Also, 
former employees Jane Henderson 
and Rolanda Jones were}tharged 
for registration voids ding the 
period of time covered by the 
audit. Judge Gammill was charged 
jointly with the shortages because 
ultimately he is responsible for all 
of the funds handled by his office. 
The two former employees said 
they repaid the funds in question 
in an effort to maintain their good 
name, even though they denied 
any wrongdoing. They noted that 
each employee's computer code 
was common knowledge and 
could be accessed and used by 
every other employee. 

The report also addressed 
checks by employees totaling 
approximately $9,000 which were 
returned due to insufficient funds. 
Named were: Ms. Henderson with 
$6,758, Mrs. Center with $2,117, 
and Ms. Susan Carmichael with 
$126. Ms. Carmichael, who is still 
employed by the probate office, 
repaid the amount charged to her 
during the audit period. The other 
funds have since been repaid. 

It was noted in the audit report 
that none of the $20-per-check 
service charges on the worthless 
checks from the employees were 
ever collected. Also, none of the 
employee “bad” checks were 
included on the returned check

register kept by the office. 

Judge Gammill, who had been 
aware of the problems for more 
than two years, has implemented 
several checks and balances in 
both the Enterprise and Elba 
offices to hopefully prevent these 
type occurrences in the future. 

“The general public is not 
aware of the tremendous amount 
of money that flows through this 
office and is disbursed to other 
governmental agencies both state 
and local,” said Judge Gammill. 
“We are constantly working to put 
safeguards in place to account for 
the funds on a daily basis.” 

The probate judge who is held 
accountable for all the funds that 
pass through his office. If the 
books do not balance, he has to 
ante up. 

“We hope to have another audit 
in the very near future covering 
the period of time from 1997 until 
the present, ” said Gammill. “This 
will help us to know if accounting 
procedures, and checks and bal- 
ances that have been implemented 
are working.” 

As to whether or not any crimi- 
nal charges would come as a 
result of the audit, Judge Gammill 
would not speculate. He said this 
would be left up to the District 
Attorney's Office.

Two arrested on capital murder charges

A joint news conference was held 
on Wednesday afternoon of last 
week by the 12th Judicial Circuit 
District Attorney's Office and the 
Enterprise Police Department to 
announce two arrests involving cap- 
ital murder charges. 

Chief T. D. Jones, with the Enter- 
prise Police Department, reading 
from a prepared statement, 
announced the arrest of Marcus 
Carlice King, 30, alias Metro, for 
the murders of Henry Dewayne 
Moore and John Henry Holloway. 

Both Moore and Holloway were 


shot to death on the evening of 


April 25, 1998. Chief Jones stated 
that Moore was in his residence 
located at 3421 Three Notch Road 
in Enterprise while Holloway was 
found across the road from the resi 
dence. 

Enterprise police were called to 
the scene by a neighbor of Moore's 
shortly before 10 p.m. telling the 
dispatcher that a man was at het 
door and that he had been shot. 

Investigator Rick Hauser, the 
lead investigator on the case, 
explained that Holloway was the 
man at the neighbor’s door, and all 
he could tell police officers first on 
the scene was that he a had been 
shot by a black man. He directed 
police to Moore who was still in the 
house. He was dead at the scene. 
Holloway later died at Medical 
Center Enterprise 

Hauser, nor Jones or Devane, 
would comment on the facts of the

since early into the investigation 

Chief Jones commended Investi- 
gator Hauser and Investigator 
Buddy Ammons for their work on 
the case. He also complimented the 
local news media for their assis- 
tance in the invesugation 

Chief Jones said King was arrest 
ed early Tuesday evening (August 
31) in Mesa, AZ, where he was liv 
ing. King had resided in Enterprise 
before going to Arizona, He was 
arrested by Arizona authorities 
accompanied by invesugators trom 
the Enterprise Police Department. 

Bruce Devane, Chief Investigator 
with the DA's office, said a special 
called grand jury had been con 
vened on Monday, August 30, 
1999, and that an indictment had 
been handed down and a warrant 
for King’s arrest was issued 

"The grand jury indicted King for 
capital murder due to the fact that 
he was charged with the murder of 
two or more persons by one act ol 
pursuant to one scheme or course 
of conduct,” said Devane, “Capital 
offenses, in Alabama, carry only to

punishments - life without parole or 
the death penalty.” 

At the time of the press confer- 
ence, King was being held in cus- 
tody in the Maricopa County Jail in 
\rizona 

Later in the afternoon, the DA’s 
office in Enterprise was notified 
that King had waived extradition 
proceeding and was on his way 
back to the state, He will be 
arraigned before the Circuit Court 
soon after his return to Alabama. 

The District Attorney's Office is 
requesting King be held without 
bail in the Coffee County Jail until 
he g£0es to trial 

In an unrelated incident, Devane 
said the same special grand jury 
had handed down another indict- 
ment on a capital murder charge 
against Anthony Darell Lampton, 
21, of 216 Pledger Street, Enter 
prise 

He has been charged with capital 
murder due to the fact that the vic- 
tim was less than fourteen years of 
age. The victim in this case was a 
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
